BOER ATROCITIES. 


NATIVES BRUTALLY MURDERED 
The War Office issued a despatch 
from Lord Kitchener specifying 
several cases of shooting of natives by 
Boers. At Magaliesburg, about Oct. 
or Nov. last year, the bodies of nine 
natives who were tried and condemned 
a Boer court-martial for having 

f v infersmation to ue British, were 
found lyi ogether. Oa capturing a 
train ilgo River, in March last, 
the Boers were seen to shoot eeveral 
unarmed natives. Eight unarmed 
Kaffir boye, between 12 and 14, 
were capi near Edenburg, and 
seven were shot, their bodies when 
found being so disfigured as to be un- 
nisable. Another native was ehot 

on Aug. 3 near Klass, because he re- 
fused to accompany a Boer. On the 
22nd oí the same month two natives 
were shot in Van Reenan’s presence; 
near Warmbaths a native was shot in 
cold blood, and a deep gash cut across 
the forehead of the corpse by a Boer

Oct. 1, near Zandspruit, four natives 
were captured amd shot because they 
were suspected of harbouring British 
scouts, On the 18th of the same 
month four natives were murdered at 
Waterval North. Lord Kitchener 
enumerates 29 other cases of flogging 
and shocting natives, of which full 
statements have not been received. 


BOERS AND THE BRITISH 
WOUNDED. 

The War Office iezned a further 
despatch from Lord Kitchener for- 
warding reports on the conduct of 
the Boers to the wounded in the 
action with Benson’s column at 
Prakenlaagte. From these it appears 
that of the 93 officers and men who 
had been in the hands of the Boers 
18 stated that they had no cause of 
complaint, and in some cases that they 
met with actively kind treatment. 
All the 18 represented that the com- 
mandant those in subordinate 
command had protected the wounded 
in their immediate neighbourhood. 
Seventy-five men complained of ill- 
treatment. Many of them etated that 
they had been robbed of their boote,
